be  likfn  to  prevent  the  sale.  In  Canada,  of  pub- 
lications "undesirable  from  the  point  of  view 
of  morals.  Intellectual  standards,  and  a  sound 
nationalism  tn  aoeord  wHh  our  BrWsh  tradl- 


lo  1931,  a  tax  was  imposed* upon  American 
magaslnes  and  publleatlons  which.  It  was 

thought,  would  have  the  effect  of  keeping  out 
the  undesirable  ones.  It  is.  however,  a  matter  of 
common  knowledge  that  the  bo(riMtalls.  which 
at  that  time  were  piled  high  with  foreign  maga- 
zines easily  distinguished  by  the  flaring  colors 
and  daring  pictorial  designs  of  their,  oofsfde 
covers  and  embelli.shed  within  by  equally  vivid 
illustrations  and  lurid  stories  of  itiiMpgs,  thefts, 
false  swearing,  marital  Infelicity,  Irregular  social 
relations  and  the  like,  are  .still  piled  a.-?  high  as 
ever,  with  magazines  of  the  same  type,  the  only 
difference  being  that  they  are  no  longer  foreign 
In  a  physical  sense,  being  now  printed  In  Can- 
ada to  escape  the  customs  duty  which  was  In- 
tended to  keep  them  out.  In  respect  of  their 
contents  there  Is  no  change.  The  rubbl.sh,  mis- 
information, and  P9ison  concerning  life  and  Its 
ideaii  which  fill  the  pages  and  cry  aloud  from 
thejpvers  of  these  publications  are  still  supplied 
from  abroad  and  the  youth  of  Canada  are  still 
Invited  to  buy  and  read  these  rubMsby  ptoducte 
of  foreign  brains. 

It  is  confidently  stated  in  the  press  that  one 
of  these  magazines  has  doubled  lU  sales  in  Can- 
ada by  sending  its  plates  to  this  side  of  the  line 
*0  <a  to  escape  ttie  tax,  while  another  of  similar 
mofonle  type  has  gained  32  per  cent.  At  the 
saip  time  it  would  appear  that  ten  high -class 
AmeHean  magazines,  including  such  outstanding 
ones  as  The  Atlantic,  Harper's  Scribners,  The 
Review  of  Reviews,  and  The  Christian  Herald, 
haw  suffered  a  loss  of  from  36  to  58  per  cent  in 
their  ciicuiatka  In  CtauMda  state  the  imposttlon 
of  ^e  tax.

XiSt  us  consider  the  matter  and  at 
least  venture  a  guess  as  to  what  it 
bnpUss.

We  mast  not  be  eonstdered  as 

finding  fault  with  the  people  of  the 
United  States  In^thls  or  any  other 
matter.  On  the  contrary,  we 
cherish  a  sincere  admiration  f r  •  the 
American  people,  who  have  In- 
hsrtksd  aiany  sf  ths  eharaetorlsUcs 
of  the  eeuragoous  ancestors  who  at- 
taohsd  and  subdued  the  embattled 
natural  fsroes  ef  a  half  a  great 
continent  nnrt  established  thereon 
systems  which  are  wonders  of  the 
modem  weild.  We  have  ttved  too 

long  alongside  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States  not  to  be  deeply  im- 
prsmsd  not  only  by  what  thn  al- 
ready have  accomplished,  but  by 
what  they  have  tried  to  do,  some- 
times taiUng.  but  generally  sueosed- 
Ing.

Bkrly  in  that  yesr 
I  was  attaeksd  by  a  audady  which 
at  first  baffled  the  doctors  of  that 
plaee:  the  disease  shortly  made  its 
l^pearance  In  FYance,  and  attacked, 
at  first,  young  men,  chiefly  those 
whose  occupations  took  fhein  much 
In  the  ojx-n  As  T  h  n!  heen  fof 
.some  yenri  farn,  •  .•  Manitoba  I 
came  under  that  category.  The 
name  Russian  <"«1^wiia  was  given 
to  this  epidemie  as  it  had  made  its 
appearanoo  in  that  ooontry  a  short 
tinw  bafora  and  was  supposed  to 
have  eroBSsd  Asia  in  earavans.

As  you  rightly  say,  Jtitland 
neither  a  victory  nor  defeat  for 
either  side.

The  Germans  recognized  at  once, 
after  Jutland,  they  stood  no  chance 
whatever  of  defeating  the  Orand 
Fleet,  and  never  subsequently  had 
any  Intention  of  again  trying  con- 
clusions with  It  But  In  Justice, 
none  can  blame  them,  and  Scheer's 
handling  of  his  flset,  I  think,  places 
him  weU  up  the  list  of  ontstandlng 
naval  leadsrs  and  fuUy  warrants 
Germany  doing  his  name  honor. 
With  a  vary  inferior  force  ha  did 
hU  best,  and  did  walL  Query:
